The iigiireu of births and deaths shown in this state- 
meat for the week ending the 6th January 1951, relate to 
108 towns v'ith an estimated population of 16,400 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 234 and their population is 
29 018 thousands. Thus 40% of the total number of towns 
representing 63% of the total population is covered in 
this statement. The number of birtlis and deaths rooorded 
m these towns were 10,917 and 6,197 representing birth 
and death rates of 36-7 and 17-6 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(j4) Statefi {Farts A and 0). — The data here relate to 88 
towns with an estimated population of 12,694 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar, Madhya Pradesh, 
Madras and West Bengal could not be included.^ The 
total number of towns is 202 and their population is 
26,188 thousands. Thus 44% of the total number of 
towns representing 60% of the total population is covered. 
The number of births and deaths recorded in these towns 


were 9,263 and 4,366 representing birth and death rates 
of 37‘9 and 17 "8 per thousand of population respeotlvoly. 
I’he table at the end gives the position by States. 

Puri in Cuttaok wes tlie only town which had a high 
death rate of 182-6 per thousand of population and the high 
death ro,te was mainly due to deaths from dysentery and 
Diarrhoea. 

(£) States {Part B).— The data here relate to 20 towns 
with an estimated population of 2,766 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 32 and their population in 8,880 
thousands. Thus 03% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 72% of the total population la oovered. The number 
of births and deaths recorded in these towns were 1 ,665 and 
842 representing birth and death rates of 31-1 and 16 -8 
per thousand of population respectively. 

No town recorded a high death rate of 60 or over per 
thousand of population.
